Periodical  sampling  of  the  Board* s  supplies  is  carried  out 
and  the  water  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Where 
evidence  of  contamination  is  found  the  Water  Board  is  informed  and 
immediate  steps  taken  to  render  the  water  safe . 

Regular  samples  were  taken  from  the  Richards  Castle  supply 
during  the  year  and  for  a  very  short  period  during  the  summer  it  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  Water  Board  took  steps  to  rectify 
the  situation. 

The  schemes  for  supplying  Kingsland,  Yarpole,  Bircher, 
Leinthall  Starkes,  Monkland,  Kimbolton,  Leysters,  Pudleston  and 
Middleton  with  mains  water  were  completed,  but  no  connections  were 
made  to  the  supply  serving  the  last  four  villages. 

Due  to  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  the  scheme  for 
Stoke  Prior,  Risbury,  Eye  and  Moreton  were  delayed  and  the  date  of 
commencement  is  not  known. 

The  task  of  checking  individual  supplies  in  the  area  now 
served  by  mains  water  is  considerable ,  and  will  take  a  long  time 
to  complete  under  present  circumstances  of  restricted  sampling. 

Other  Water  Supplies 


Throughout  the  district  a  number  of  houses  are  without 
individual  water  supply,  and  in  parts  without  main  supplies;  water 
is  mainly  from  shallow  wells  and  springs,  often  not  of  a  satisfactory 
quality. 

Water  Sampling 

Two  hundred  and  twentythree  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 

bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  and  sent  to  the  laboratory 
at  Hereford.

The  Kingsland  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year 
and  houses  connected  to  the  old  sewer  ditch  were  connected  to  the 
new  sewer. 

Work  started  on  the  Luston  and  Yarpole  scheme  and  was  well 
advanced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Leintwardine  scheme  was  started  in  August. 

An  enquiry  was  held  by  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  into  the  Brimfield,  Orleton  and 
Richards  Castle  scheme ,  as  a  result  of  which  permission  was  granted 
to  obtain  tenders  for  the  Orleton  section  and  part  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works.  Work  had  not  started  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council's  programme  for  sewering  the  main  villages 
includes  the  provision  or  improvement  of  public  sewers  in  Bodenham, 
Wigmore ,  Brampton  Bryan,  Monkland,  Stoke  Prior,  Shobdon  and  Kimbolton. 

Public  sewers  are  also  required  in  Aymestrey,  Hope-under- 
Dinmore ,  and  Lingen,  and  the  provision  of  mains  water  supplies  to 
Leinthall  Starkes  and  Leysters  may  reveal  a  need  for  sewers  in  these 
villages  also.  In  the  case  of  Leysters  this  may  well  be  sufficiently 
great  as  to  require  some  degree  of  priority. 

Sewage  disposal  works  on  Council  house  estates  have  received 
frequent  inspection.  These  plants  are  working  satisfactorily. 

The  contents  of  the  settling  tanks  and  humus  tanks  are  removed  at 
regular  intervals. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  district  sewage  disposal  at  individual 
premises  where  facilities  exist,  is  mainly  by  private  septic  tank, 
and  in  other  cases  pail  closets  and  some  priwies  are  in  use . 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  (Continued) 

Cesspool  emptying  throughout  the  district  is  at  present 
carried  out  by  private  contractors  upon  payment.  When  the 
schemes  at  present  in  progress  and  in  design  are  completed, 
approximately  one  quarter  of  the  houses  in  the  district  will  have 
a  sewer  available.  The  cost  to  the  Council  of  providing  and 
maintaining  these  sewers  is  borne  by  the  ratepayers  as  a  whole , 
and  it  would  appear  equitable  that  ratepayers  of  properties  where 
main  drainage  is  not  available  should  be  provided  with  some 
service  for  cesspool  emptying,  the  cost  of  which  is  either  wholly 
or  in  part  a  charge  upon  the  rates. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  curbside  collection  of  refuse  is  operated  by  the  Council 
fortnightly  throughout  the  district.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
tipping  at  Shobdon,  Brimfield  and  Risbury. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  continues  to  increase  and 
a  very  large  number  of  unsatisfactory  resceptacles  are  still  in  use, 
the  comments  made  on  this  subject  in  my  report  for  1965  still  apply. 

Weekly  cleansing  of  lay-bys  on  the  A. 49  trunk  road  and  on 
other  classified  roads  is  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 
Due  to  road  improvements  the  number  of  lay-bys  has  increased,  and 
from  time  to  time  accummulations  of  refuse  left  by  itinerant  traders 
has  to  be  removed  from  these  new  lay-bys.

One  Clearance  Area  was  represented  and  declared  during  1966, 
this  is  at  Leysters  and  comprises  Nos.  1  to  6  Quarry  How,  and  four 
cottages  adjacent.  Seven  families  totalling  27  persons  were  in 
occupation  at  the  time  the  area  was  declared  a  Clearance  Area. 

Apart  from  this,  activity  in  connection  with  unfit  housing 
was  confined  to  those  unfit  houses  which  were  found  to  be  vacant  or 
from  which  the  occupants  were  about  to  be  re-housed.  Although  this 
creates  fewer  difficulties  and  less  disturbance,  it  is  only  nibbling 
at  the  problem  in  the  district. 

During  the  forthcoming  year  it  is  expected  that  a  start  will 
be  made  on  new  houses  to  be  constructed  at  Orleton,  Luston,  Kingsland 
and  Le int war dine .

OVERCROWDING 

One  case  of  overcrowding,  in  a  Council  house,  was  investigated 
during  the  year  and  the  occupants  re-housed  in  a  larger  house. 

Another  long  standing  case  was  also  abated  by  rehousing  the  family  in 
a  Council  house. 


CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960 

There  are  19  permanent  and  temporary  residential  sites  in  the 
district  licenced  for  a  total  of  32  caravans.  During  the  year  five 
licences  were  renewed  and  four  new  licences  were  issued  in  respect 
of  these  sites.  In  five  cases  the  sites  were  licenced  pending  the 
erection  of  dwellings. 

In  addition  to  the  above ,  there  are  12  sites ,  catering  for 
7^  caravans,  approved  for  holiday  purposes  in  respect  of  which  three 
renewal  licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Difficulty  is  still  experienced  with  caravans  in  lay-bys  and 
on  Commons.  These  generally  present  a  public  health  hazard  due  to 
the  lack  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  fouling  of  the  ground  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  vans.  As  long  as  these  people  continue  their  present 
way  of  life,  these  caravans  will  be  in  the  district  from  time  to  time. 
During  the  year  a  conference  was  convened  by  the  County  Council  to 
consider  this  problem.  The  Leominster  and  Wigmore  R.D.C.  was  the 
only  local  authority  to  acknowledge  that  a  problem  existed  in  their 
area.  The  Council  agreed  to  investigate  the  possibility  of 
establishing  a  pilot  site  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  occupier 
of  a  house  at  Brimfield  for  permitting  land  to  be  used  as  a  caravan 
site  without  a  licence.  The  Court  found  in  favour  of  the  Council  and 
the  caravan  was  removed.  Unfortunately,  it  was  removed  to  another 
unlicenced  site  and  further  visits  had  to  be  made  to  secure  its  removal. 
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CAMPING 


There  is  still  no  camping  problem  within  the  district,  although 
provision  of  a  transit  site  for  tents  and  vans  is  probably  called  for.

Milk  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  a  specified  area  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  only  heat  treated  and  T.T.  milk  (now  called 
Untreated  milk)  is  allowed  to  be  sold  retail.
